MACAULAY. 
There is no doubt that Lord Macaulay has 


him to millions of Anglo-Saxons. As an es 
sayist he has ten readers where Sydney Smith 
has one—though not half so many believers as 
Carlyle. Asa historian he has ten admirers 
where Hume has one, yet not half so many 
pupils es the lamented Hallam. His place in 
the world of letters has been the subject of 
warm controversy in England, and yet he has 
gone on conquering and toconquer. The ma- 
jestic bearing and delicate finish of his style 
have borne down criticism with a resistless 


place of unquestioned supremacy in the 
esteem of the million. The insinuating grace 
of his early essay on Milton; the power and 
the learning, as wellas the sarcasm, of his 
criticism on Lord Bacon; the brilliance of his 
detense of Warren Hastings; the clearness of 
his dissection of Machiavelli; the overpower- 
ing humor, no less than the broad and kindly 
appreciation, of his paper on Dr. Johnson; 
the withering and damning review of Lord 
Marlborough in his History of England; the 


death bed of Queen Mary; and a hundred 
other salient features of his voluminous com- 
position—have combined to give him a place 
beyond the power of those who call him un- 
truthful and superficial, materially to disturb 


him. > 

Yet while we accord him the foremost place 
among modern writers of prose, in those qual- 
ities which captivate alike th> learned and the 
simple, we cannot overlook that he committed 
errors of fact very damaging to his character as 
a historian, nor that he sometimes sacrificed the 
weightier matters of argument for the sparkle 
of the paragraph. Mr. Hepworth Dixon's re- 
ply to his strictures on William Penn, has 
never been decently answered — strictures 
which, if sustained by the facts, would send 
the founder of Pennsylvania down to an immor- 
tality of shame, but which, if not so sustanied, 
will tarnish qvermuch the brilliant fame 
of the historian of England. No one can 
read Macaulay without feeling that he 
hates the Quakers. The famous paragraph in 
which George Fox is handed down to be 
laughed- at of all generations, no less than 
the protracted assault on Penn. is evidence of 
the writer's love for that peaceful sect. Nor 
is it proper to call him the greatest of modern 
essayists. In that happy period of Mr. Car- 
lyle’s life, ere he essayed to break down the 
English language and to substitute a Saxo- 
Teutonic slang in its place, he gave the world 
some critical papers which must take preced- 
ence of the happiest efforts of his more popular 
and more brilliant rival. Indeed, many fath- 
erless contributions may be found in the Eng- 
lish Quarterlies, which are more satisfactory 


what Mr. Douglas calls,the “town meet- 
ing,” than the glowing waifs of Macaulay's 
pen. It may be doubted whether the qualities 
which made Macaulay the most popular of es- 
sayisis fitted him for a great historian. The 
compact style, the total absence of rhetorical 
effort, the eye single to the whole truth, which 
commend Mr. Hallam to our consciences, and 
satisfy rather than charm us—the qualities 
| which make*Tacitus the first of Roman histo- 
rians—these are qualities which we know that 
Macaulay admired, but which he was never 


succession of Edinburgh essays, brilliant, 
powerful, searching and scorching, put not 
elevated to the plane of impassible’ equity. 
In reading Macaulay we perceive that he /eels 
what he utters, and we know that the judge 
ought not to feel. 

We believe that no more than this can be 
alleged against the subject of our notice by his 
worst enemies. Let us not fail to say that his 
feelings, his impulses, were nearly all on the 
right side. Whatever was mean, despotic, op- 
pressive to mankind, he loathed to the utmost. 
Bigotry and tyranny have nowhere found a 
more uncompromising or a more eloquent foe. 
Hampden, Cromwell and William of Orange, 
find in him their most stalwart champion. 


freys and Oates are indebted to him for their 
‘most lasting infamy. Macaulay has rescued 
them from the oblivion which they wovced. 
There are few names, if any, which appeal to 
a larger audience of the intelligence and dig- 
nity of the Anglo-Saxon family, than that of 
Macaulay; few indeed, whose removal from 
eart : will send a wider pang into that great 
circle. We mourn, as hundreds of thousands 
in America will wourp, that he was not per- 
mitted to complete the splendid monument o! 
historical effort which he had essayed. More 
than this; we mourn for himself, because 
| we feel that he had a kindly heart and a belp- 
ing hand for the children of this world. His 
countrymen have chided him for the absence 
of this quality—alleging that his history dis- 
plays an admiration for popular leaders to the 
neglect or contempt of the people. We do 
not soread him. To our view he was a man 
and a brother. 


Value of Slaves in Missouri, 

The St. Louis Zrening New: contains a sum- 
mary of sales of 112 negroes in the State of Mis- 
souri on New Year’s day, the aggregate amount 
being $102,529, or an average of $915. The 
News infers from these sales that the average 
value of all the slaves in the State is about $80) 
each. By the assessor's returns for 1859, there 
were 105,712 slaves in the State, which, at the 
above average, would make their aggregate val- 
ue $82,969,600. The estimate of the News is 
evidently too large, as any -estimate based 
upon sales made the first of the year, must be. 
Slave-breede:s have quite as much tact in that 
matter as cattle-breeders. The best and most 
promising “‘stock” is always thrown upon the 
market oh the occasion of these public sales. 
Neither very young children nor the old and 
decrepit are brought out to public sale except 
upon execution, or by order of court in the set- 
tlement of estates. The aggregate of the Mere 
should be reduced at least thirty-three per 
cent.

guine begin to feel discouraged and admit that 
there is no prospect of organizing for weeks or 
months. And unless there is a radical change 
of programme there may never be an organiza- 
tion. The Batiks precedent is quoted, when i* 
took nine weeks to make an organization; but the 
state of parties now bears noresemblance. The 
feeling on the Democratic side is tenfold more 
bitter and determined. But Banks could never 
have been elected had not the plurality rule 
been adopted. There is only one way in which 


an organization can be effected, and that is for 
the Reputdicans to take up some man who can 
get the requisite number of votes to elect. 
Sooner or later they must come to this, or the 
Americans in the end will be driven to coalesce 
with the Democrats and beat us. The case 
stands just in this way : Adrain, Briggs, Riggs 
and Clark have resolved not to vote for Sher- 
man. They have held out six weeks, and are 
more stubborn now than at the beginning. It 
is sheer folly to look for their votes for Sher- 
man, and without their support it is simply im- 


possible to elect him, In the next place, the 


fire-eaters have pledged themselves to oppose 
the adoption of the plarality rule to the bitter 
end. Every attempt to introduce it is met with 
a storm of resistance, and as there are ne means 
of forcing a vote on any proposition which is 
opposed by forty or fifty members, the hope of its’ 
adoption may as well be abandoned at once. 
Hiekman confessed this yesterday, after the 
desperate struggle that was made to call the 
previous question on Gor. Pennington’s plu- 
rality resolution, and John Hickman is the last 
man to give up a point while a rag of hope re- 
mains, Thirdly,a long and wearisome time 
must intervene before the Americans can be 
coerced into supporting a Democrat for Speak-_ 
er; bat when that time does arrive, Sherman 
will be beaten, as four of the original eight 


- Anti Lecompton members will vote for a Demo- 


crat as against him. They allege the Helper 
book and various other things as objections to 
him. 

What makes the position of the Republicans 
embarrassing, is the fact that Adrain, Riggs, 
Briggs, Reynolds and Winter Davis, offer to 
support Gov.

It is unde:stood thet 
they would vote for Joy Morris, or Tom Cor- 
win; but their preference is for Gov. Penning- 
ton, who can be elected on the first ballot that 
his name comes before the House. Nobody 
pretends that he is less a Republican than Mr. 
Sherman, or that be would not constitute 
Committees to the entire satisfaction of e- 
publicans. One half of our side want take 
him up and elect him and end the straggle, but 
there area number of others whose motto is 
“Sherman or Demoorat,” and they insist 
upon it that such is the voice of the party 
at home. Stick to Sherman, they say, 
until the ship goes down, with her flag 
flying from the top-mast, This is plucky, but 
with all due respect, fool-bardy talk. It is 
making » contest, not between Sherman and a 
Dentocrat, but between him and a Republican. 
Is it better to be beaten on Sherman then to be 
victorious on some other Republican? That is 
the present shape of the question. It is getting 
to be a question on men and not on principles. 
It isdueto \r. Sherman to say that he is no 
party to this state of facts. He saysevery day, 
“Gentlemen, I will cheerfully withdraw my 
name whenever you find a man on whom more 
votes can be concentrated.”

At the evening meeting there was a respta- 
ble audience.

Mr. W. remarked that it was not necessary in 
this meeting to comment on the great extent of 
the injury done to crops by insects. It is ten- 
fold that done by all other animals, and per- 
haps amounts annually to hundreds of millious 
of dollars in the U.S. So multitadinous are 
the destructive insect tribes, that they would 
speedily lay waste the earth, were it not that by 
the wise arrangement of Providence, there is 
for each family of noxious insects another fami- 
ly to prey upon it and check its increase. 
Mainly by this agency, the numbers of the nox- 
ious insects are kept down so thoroughly, that 
it is only occasionally they become numerous 
enough to effect a general destruction in any 
region. Thus in New York and New England, 
in. 1791 and again in 1853, the palmer worm 
stripped not only the orebards, but even the 
forests, almost entirely ; yet between and since 
those epochs it not only did not become very 
destructively numerous, but was in some of the 
years so scarce that it was difficult to finda 


pecimen. 
The speaker suggested that fruit raisers would 
yet have to rear these canvibal insects (or in- 
sects which eat insects) to make war upon the 
noxious ones which attacked their fruits. This 
idea might be thought ridiculous, but since the 
French breed fish by artificial means, and the

BOARD OF KDUCATION. 

The Board of Education haye just closed a 
session at which they have made such changes 
and amendments of the School Law as they have 
deemed expedient and proper, and the Governor 
thinks it would be imprudent in the Legislature 
to interfere with their action, only in case it 
shall be found, upon examination, that there is 
an overpowering necessity for so doing. 


The Governor thinks that itis important that 
the voice of the people, as expressed through 
the baliot-box, should be enlightened and intel- 
ligent, and therefore it is imperatively necessary 
that the utterances of that voice should be cor- 
‘rectly and honestly reported. In his opinion 
there is no measure so well calculated to effect 


this object as a carefully prepared and well 


| STATE INSTITUTIONS. 

"The Institution for the Insane, the State Uni- 
versity, the Agricultural College, and the prison 
at Fort Madison, are recommended to the favor- 
able consideration and attention of the Legisla- 


Under former and existing laws this fund has 
been loaned to individuals, and in many cases, 
either through the carelessness or dishonesty of 
the officers by whom the loang have been made, 
the securities therefor have been entirely inade- 
quate, so that large losses to the fund must en- 
sue. By a provision of the Constitution these 
losses must all fall upon the State. The Gover- 
nor is of opinion that a better policy would be 
to direct the payment of the principal, as it falls 
due, into the State Treasury, to be used as other 
moneys for State purposes. In this way the 
money would, in the first instange, go to the 
benefit, of ail the people of the State alike, by 
lessening to that amount tie money to be raised 
by taxation, and the interest would, in like man- 
ner, be paid by the people and be applied di- 
rectly to their use in support of the public 
schools. If this shall be deemed objectionabie, 
the Governor recommends that the money, when 
paid in, be invested either in stocks of the Uni- 
ted States or in the best stoc)'s of ivterest-pay- 


REVENUE SYSTEM. 

The Governor suggests the propriety of a 
careful examination of the revenue system, 
with a view to ascertain if it cannot be made 
more certain and efficient. Any system of re-’ 
venue which permits large amounts of taxes to 
become delinquent, and to be ultimately lost to 
the State, must be defective, and operate unfair- 
ly upon the people. The Governor recommends 
the passage of a law requiring the Judge of 
each Judicial District to appoint once in each 
year a skillful accountant in each county of his 
District, whose duty it shall be to examine 
carefully the books of each county officer, and 
to state and record an account between such 
officer and his county, and when necessary, be- 


APPROPRIATIONS. - 

The Governor recommends close and rigid 
economy iu the matter of appropriations until 
the present pressure is removed and financial 
affairs have become more easy and prosperous.
